Former mayor Beverly McAnally will 


be honored on Saturday, May 12, 2001, 
when the City of Romulus will rededi- 
cate Cordell Park in her name. 


“As acouncilmember, treasurer, and 
mayor, Beverly McAnally gave 22 years 
of continuous service to this commu- 
nity,” said Councilman William Wads- 
worth, who introduced the rededication 
resolution at the City Council's Decem- 
ber 27, 2000 meeting. “No one in Romu- 
lus is more deserving of recognition 
than she is.” 

Wadsworth reminded colleagues 
thatincreasing the number oflocal parks 
was always one of McAnally's priorities. 

“Back in 1973, when Beverly first 
ran for office, there weren't enough parks 
in Romulus,” he recalled. “If you lived 
east of Middlebelt, your kids had to 
cross Middlebelt and go to Hayti School 
to play. If you lived west of Wayne Road, 
they had to cross Wayne Road to go to 
Beverly School. The fact that Metro 
Airport effectively split our city made the 
need for neighborhood parks especially

Financial Exploitation of Vulnerable 
Adults Is a Crime! 

Financial exploitation of older citi- 
zens has been referred to by some as 
the crime of the decade, and has left 
many an advocate frustrated due to the 
lack of aggressive and effective pros- 
ecution of perpetrators. The rate of inci- 
dence of this crime is expected to rise in 
the coming years, as Americans con- 
tinue to age and to be targeted as the 
prey of would-be exploiters. However, 
the passage of Public Act 222 — which 
took effect September 25, 2000 — Is 
reason to take heart. 

The new law makes it a felony fora 
person in arelationship of trust to obtain 
or attempt to obtaina vulnerable adult's 
money or property through fraud, deceit, 
or misrepresentation. The penalties for 
such activity can be as much as 10 
years of imprisonment or a fine of up to 
$15,000 or three times the value of the 
money or property obtained. Advocates 
for the elderly hail the passage of this 
law as a welcome weapon in the war 
against the ever-growing problem of 
elder abuse, neglect, and exploitation. 

Michigan law makes it mandatory 
for health-care, social-welfare, mental- 
health, law-enforcement, and other hu- 
man-services providers to report their 
suspicions of vulnerable-adult abuse, 
neglect, or exploitation to Adult Protec- 
tive Services. Others who suspect that 
a vulnerable adult has been abused, 
neglected, or exploited may report their 
suspicions to the Adult Protective Ser- 
vices unit of the local-county Family 
Independence Agency. The identity of 
the person making the report is kept 
confidential, and can only be disclosed 
with the consent of that person or by a 
court order. Furthermore, reporters are 
immune from liability as long as they 
acted in good faith.

Alfred C. Post of Taylor, Michi- 
gan, died Tuesday, December 26, 
2000, at the age of 63: 

_ Asa longtime reporter for (and, 
later, editor of) The Romulus Roman, 
Post was a well-known figure. On the 
day following his death, his contribu- 
tions to the community were recog- 
nized by members of the Romulus 
City Council, who, with one voice, 
praised him as both a journalist and 
a human being.
